In these most troubled times the surest step towards 
peace would be that all those humans and nations so instilled with the fever of aggression be 
indoctrinated with the fundamentals of honesty and brotherhood. These are steps in the 
right directoin, and if we as young men and women are able to aid progress towards this goal, 
pray let us do so.

One of the major social functions of the school year is the presentation 
of a year play by the Drama Club.
